Some Increases Made. 

The academy for the blind gets $18,000, 
the state normal school gets $22,500, the 
Technological school gets $45,000, the con- 
tingent fund of the railroad commission 
is cut from $800 to $200, the Georgia Nor-

The total appropriations to the pension-

PRISONERS COME 
IN SPECIAL CARS 


Thirty-Eight Convicts Arrive 
in Atlanta: from Indian 
Territory. 


Thirty-eight prisoners arrived at the 
federal prison last night from Atoka, 
Ind. T. The prisoners came-on the South- 
ern railway, via Birmingham,,. and arrived 
in the city at 11 o'clock. 

They traveled in two special prison cars 
and were in charge of Chief Marshal 
Hackett and fifteen deputies. 

In the party there is, only one “lifer,” 
William Scrutchfield, who stands con- 
victed of murder. The majority of the 
prisoners are in for short terms. There 
are six Indians among the prisoners, all 
of them of the Choctaw and Creek na- 


tiong. 

The arrival of this party of prisoners 
runs the total number of prisoners now 
confined up to 424. ‘This is exclusive of 
the fifteen who were recently discharged.

Two Strikers Are Dead 
and Many Others Se- 
riously Injured. 


Havana, November 2#4.—As the result of 
conflicts of a serious nature today be- 
tween the police and the men on strike 
here, two strikers are dead and eighty- 
two other persons wounded. Five of the 
wounded, one a lieutenant of police, whose 
throat was cut by a striker, have very 
severe injuries. Eight other policemen are 
wounded. The police have the rioters 
well under control, but every precaution 
is being taken to prevent a further out- 
break of disorder, and all the police and 
rual guards in the suburbs have been 
commanded to concentrate in Havana. 

The strike, which at first only concern- 
ed the cigar makers, became genera: this 
morning, by the calling of all trades in 
sympathy with the cigar makers. All 
the trades people closed their doors this 
morning, clerks, cooks and every class of 
workmen having obeyed the command of 
the union except the motormen and con- 
Cuctors of the electric cars, who refused 
to join in the genera] strike. 

Trouble Began Early. 

Trouble began early by the holding up 
of the electric cars by the strikers, whose 
wrath naturally was directed against the 
street railroad employees. Several cars 
were held up and stoned in the outskirts 
of the city and the passengers were com- 
pelled to walk into Havana, among these 
being the British and German minister. 
Several cars were wrecked and some mo- 
tormen and conductors were injured dur- 
ing these occurrences. The car men, 
however, continued running their cars 
until 10 o’clock, when Superintendent 
Greenwood ordered a suspension of traf. 
fic. The employees were willing to re- 
main at work, but the officers of the com- 


| pany, in’ order to protect the property, 


deemed it wise to suspend the service. 
Mr. Greenwood had asked for protection 
from the civil governor, but the authori- 
ties were unable to protect the public 
vehicles. A mob of strikers drove the 
men on the western railroad from the 
trains during the morning.

The vigorous attitude of the 
police made itself felt and traffic on the 
car lines, which had been suspended only 
for a brief period, was resumed and was 
continued from this time forth with only 
occasional interruptions. Most of the in- 
juries sustained by the strikers were 
caused by the policemen’s clubs. 

The Central Veterans’ Union, headed by

that if the disorders continued the vet- 
érans would offer their services to Pres- 
ident Palma to preserve order. No bread 
or meat was on sale today, and a con- 
tinuance of the strike will cause much 
suffering to the poor.

Death of Miss Conrad, Who | 
Remained Faithful to Her 
Dead Cavalier.

Richmond, Va., November 24.—(Special.) 
Miss Katherine Conrad dted at her an- 
cestra] home in Frederick county Sunday, 
aged €6 years. A beautiful romance that 
only ended with Miss Conrad’s death was 
her engagement to the gallant Dick Ash- 
by, the youngest of the Ashby brothers, 
the elder of whom was the famous Tur- 
ner Ashby, one of the greatest cavalry 
leaders of the civil war. 

Miss Conrad, who was a belle of the 
valley, was engaged to the dashing Dick 
Ashby. A brief time before their romance 
was to reach its culmination, the news of 
Ashby’s tragic death was flashed from 
over the entire southland, rending the 
heart of the woman who loved him and 
those of the entire south who admired 
him for his gallantry. The Virginia beauty 
ever remained faithful] to her dead cava- 
lier. 

It was the death of this brother that 
inspired Turner Ashby with such deadly 
hatred of his slayers and led him into 
many a fierce fray against the northern 
cavalrymen. 


LAST OF BASKET WEAVERS. 


Marie Catalia 107 Years Old at 
Time of Death. 

San Bernardino, Cal., November 24.— 
Marie Catalina, last of the famous Ser- 
rano Indian tasket weavers, is dead. 
She was 107 years old at the time of her 
death, having been born twenty-one 
years after the first settlement of this 
valley by the Franciscans. The Serrano 
tribe, formerly the’ most powerful on the 
coast side of the San Bernardino moun- 
tains, has dwindled away to a mere nand- 
ful of government pensioners, numbering 
only fifty-four.

Recent Hold-Up on the Rock Island

Chicago, November 24.—Train robbery 
as an industry is to be throttled through 
concerted action of railroad and express 
companies operating from headquarters 
scattered throughout the middle west. 

Local officials of some of the roads di- 
rectly interested through incidents of 
this character, which are of recent origin, 
have been spyrred to drastic measures. 
The Daveport robbery of the fast Chica- 
go, Rock Island and Pacific train wag the 
straw that broke the camel’s back. The 
rairoad company in conjunction with the 
United States Express Company issued 
a joint reward today of $5,000 for the ar- 
rest and conviction of the men who rob- 
bed their train early Saturday morning. 
In addition, the Burlington officials an- 
nounced that a dead train robber would 
be worth $1,000 to any of its employees. ~ 

‘wre have given all our trainmen to un- 
derstand,” said F. A. Delano, general 
manager of the Burlington road, “and 
also the express messengers, that a dead 
train robber is worth $1,000 to any of 
them. All of our conductors and train- 
men carry revolvers and We are encour- 
aging them to do so, and to learn to 
shoot straight. I am in favor of a con- 
certed action on the part of the vilway 
managements and express companies 
which shall have for its object the 
hounding of train robbers to the ends of 
the earth.”’

Chicago, Ills., November 24.—(Special.) 
Ethel Barker, the 14-year-old daughter of 
Alderman Barker, dared smoke and 
menacing flame today, 
dreds of her fellow-pupils in the Lincoln 


school marched in orderly mdafiner from 
peril to safety, she stayed courageously 
at her post and played a lively march. 

It was 10 o'clock and recitations were 
being held throughout the building, when 
the cry of fire startled teachers and pu- 
pils. The former were quick to prevent 
an impending panic. Soothing words 
quieted the little ones, and then the 
beating of a drum convinced all that the 
structure was afire. It was the signal to 
form in line for the drill, which all the 
pupils have rehearsed again and again, 
but never before when there was actual 
danger. 

Hardly had the lines in the various 
rooms formed before the stirring notes of 
one of Sousa’s marches penetrated to all 
quarters. Each tramping pupil knew his 
place, and little Ethel knew hers, too. 
While the 400 merged from all corners 
into one general .column she thumped 
the piano as rapidly and as evenly as she 
was able. And in three minutes from the 
first alarm every soul save Ethel was 
out of the threatened structure. 

The piano kept on. Ethel did not turn 
to see whether or not there was need for 
her to remain longer at her post of duty. 
With smoke surging out of the basement 
windows, a teacher ran back and shout- 
ed: “Come on! Come with me, Ethel.” 

Only then did the child leave the plano 
and run as fast as her little legs could 
carry her along with the teacher out of 
the building.

GERALD WAS GAME TO THE END 


Drew Pistol While Dying and Killed 
His Adversary.

Crittenden county, Ark., was 
today buried in Elmwood cemetery, this 
city. Gerald was one of the victims of 
a double tragedy enacted at Pinckney, 
on Sunday afternoon. Weaver Holmes, 
a negro engineer at the gin on the plan- 
tation, was beating his wife when Ger- 
ald interfered. Weaver, who was in- 
toxicated, drew. a revolver and shot Ger- 
ald twice, through the hand and through 
the breast near the heart. Miss Corinne 
‘Gerald, daughter of the manager, was 
standing by and as her father fell she 
caught him in her arms. With his last 
breath, Gerald drew a revolver, with his 
left hand, and shot the negro, killing him 
instantly. Gerald died a few moments 
later. The Williford plantation is one 
of the largest in eastern Arkansas.

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Question One of Serious Concern to General Ass 
sembly and People--History of System Showe= 
ing How Appropriation Has Grown. 


The question of how long the state of 
Georgia can continue the present pension 
policy of the state has become one of 
serious’ concern_to the general assembly 
and to the people at large. 

It is admitted at the outset of every dis- 
cussion of the subject that the people 
wish to honor and help to the extent of 


| their reasonable ability all those who by 


reason of the casualties of the civil war 
have become honorable charges upon the 
State’s gratitude and generosity. 

How to establish a right and effective 
discrimination between those who ought 
to receive pensions and those who ought 
not is one of the crucial tasks that has 
not yet been accomplished and yet is of 
daily urgency. 

The whole subject is one that annually 
comes before thé general assembly. for 
review, revision, expansion or contraction, 
as they may elect. It is now being séri- 
ously congjidered by both the pensions 
and appropriations committees of the 
house of representatives 

' The History of the System. 

The scheme of giving some measure of 
relief to the disabled veterans of the con- 
federate armies began with the adoption 
of the constitution of 1877, and the first 
acts to that end were passed by the legis- 
lature “of 1878, providing that artificial 
arms and legs, estimated to last for five 
years, shouki be provided for all con- 
federate soldiers who had lost arms or 
legs in consequence of their war service. 
The amount expended for that purpose in 
1879 was $70,580 on behalf of 1,888 crip- 
pled veterans. 

The next appropriation was made in 
1886, and for the year 1887 there was spent 
for artificial limbs $59,195 on ee of 
1,170 disabled soldiers. 

Complaint was made that many of the 
soldiers did not need the renewal of arti- 
ficial limbs, or preferred home-made 
stumps, or crutches, or to go armless. To 
equalize matters among them the price 
of artificial limbs was then commuted 
to them all in cash and in 1889 there was 
paid in that form pension money to 2,994 
beneficiaries and to the amount of $158,790. 


That amount grew annually till it reached 


$185,000 in 1892. 

In 188% pensions to widows of soldiers 
were added with an additfonal payment 
of $244,080. 

In 189% ‘indigent solWiers” were added, 
with an initial payment of $120,000. 

In 1902 “indigent widows of soldiers’ 
were added to the number of 1,30 and 
an initial payment of $78,180. 

The Swelling Tide. 

The total amount paid for pensions in 
1901 was $695,238, while that of 1902 was 
$822,695, or $127,310 more than the year be- 
fore. 

For the present fiscal year ending Sep- 
tember 30, 1903, the pension commissioner, 
on the basis of claims now in office, less 
the deductions for average death rate, 
asks for $880,000, and the appropriations 
committee is understood to have scaled 
the amount to $845,000.

THAT ACCIDENT 
PLAYED HAVOC 


Further Details of the Wreck 
at Spartanburg Yesterday 
Morning, 


Spartanburg, 8. C.,. Nowember 24.—(Spe- 


cial.}—For half a mile, dry goods, cloth- 
ing, mail and merchandise were strewed 
along the tracks of the Southern railway 
at the scene of the wreck near here this 
morning, an account of which was pub- 
lished in this morning’s Constitution. The 
body of the colored fireman has been 
taken charge of by his relatives, and En- 
gineer Solomon, who was seriously in- 
jured, is improving. 
How the Accident Happened. 

Three runaway freight cars started from 
the junction of the Asheville division, 1 
mile west of the city, and came tearing 


‘through the passenger yard here at a 


terrific speed. The operator, reaiizing 
the imminent danger, seized his instru- 
ment in desperation and wired the next 
station above to hold the fast mail, but 
it was too late, and the terrible crash 
came about ninety seconds later, at a 
point 1 mile north of.Spartanburg, in a 
low place where two down grades met. 
The engine crashed through the freight 
cars, reducing them to kindling wood, the 
third car, loaded with hay, being knocked 
about one-quarter of a mile, it is said, 
back up the grade by the force of’ the 
impact imparted. The mail car was splin- 
tered and the roof shot forward directly- 


over the engine, where it lay on its side, 


having run down a 15 foot embankment. 

The dead body of the fireman was taken 
from the wreckage and the injured mem- 
bers of the crew were carried to the city. 
The wreck presented a scene of wild con- 
fusion by torchlight. The boiler was com- 
pletely stripped of «all accessory parts, 
only one cylinder remaining attached.

Colombia, Great Britain and 
Germany After Castro 


European Powers Have Sounded the 
United States and Have Been 
Told To Go Ahead—War 
with Colombia Is Now 
Threatened,

Washington, November 24.—(Special.)— 
Great interest is manifested by officials 
here in impending troubles in Venezuela, 
Two new troubles now confront President 
Castro that may prove far more serious 
than her civil war just ended. War with 
Colombia is threatened, and may have be- 
gun already. At the same time it is an- 
nounced unofficially at the state depart- 
ment that Great Britain has followed the 
lead of the German .government in ask- 
ing the United States if she may’ collect 
debt from Venezuela. by force of arms 
without doing violence tq the Monroe 
doctrine. 


The state department has received a dis- | 


patch from Herbert W. Bowen, United 
States minister at Caracas, who gays that 
an, official bulletin has been issued that 
armed forees from ‘Colombia invaded 
Venezuela on November 16, and were de- 
feated on ‘November 19. The dispatch 


bia and Venezuela. Each country has 
just concluded a tong and exhausting 
civil war, and it has been predicted that 
as soon as the internal strife was over an 
international] conflict woulé be on. Co- 
lombia has accused Vetiezuela of furnish- 
ing arms, ammunition and men to the 
Colombian rebels, and it was openly 
charged that General Uribe-Uribe, the 
leader, had organized 
his insurgent forces in Venezuelan ter- 
ritory. 

The feeling between the two countries 
is known to be very bitter. 

Great Britain and Germany undoubted- 
iy have determined to bring President 
Castro to terms for neglecting to liqui- 
date certain obligations that have re- 
mained uhfilled for several years. 

Germany's inquiry regarding the Mon- 
roe doctrine was made directly to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt by Herr Von Holleben, 
the German ambassador, at a time when 
the revolt against Castro's rule was be- 
ginning to assume formidable propor- 
tions. 

The outcome of the inquiry was a dec- 
laration by the state department that the 
Monroe doctrine was intended qniy to 
prevent the acquisition of territory on the 
western hemisphere by any European na- 
tion through colonization or conquest, 
and that Venezuela, being a sovereign 
state, could not rely on assistance from 
the United States to escape the payment 
of obligations to other sovereign states so 
long as the latter did not attempt to ac- 
quire Venezuelan territory. 

Shortiy after this virtua) understand- 
ing had been reached the Venezuela reb- 
els made great advances and the. Ger- 
man government determined not to carry 
out its debt-collecting policy until tne in- 
ternal disturbatices of the South Ameri- 
can country were over.

St. Petersburg. November %4—It has 
been learned that the recent summoning 
of Dr. Mzachievsky, one of the foremost 
specialists in nervous diseasgs, to the 
southof Russia, which gave: rise to the 
repcrt that he was going to attend the, 
czar or czarina, or both, tfieilr majestics 
having in turn been alleged to be suffer- 
ing froin melancholia, was to visit Balak- 
lava, where the Grand Duke Nicholas 
Konstantinovitch is detained aa insane. 

Some observers of the situation do not 
believe that the accession of the Grand 
Duke Viadimir, uncle of the exar. No the 
throne in the event of the czar’s abdica- 
tion and the @eath of his brother, the 
Grand Duke Michael, the heir presump- 
five, would be unpopular, and they do 
rot credit the reports that the advent to 
supreme power of the Viadimir family 
would materially alter the existing state 
cf affairs, as the masses are ignorant in 
regard to every czar’s true character, 
and the educated people attach merely 
subordinate importance’ thereto. The 
possible effect of the Draconian system 
under a sterner ruler on the prospects 
of a possible revolutionary movement is 
regarded as idle. 

Mesmerist Controls Czar. 

Philipopolis, the mesmerist, who is 
said to have the czar completely under 
his influence, is said to be a former 
french physician and a naturalized 
Americin. He has been in Russia for 
about a year living in the homes of two 
Montenegrin princes who married Rus- 
slans. It is added that che czar granted 
Philipopolis the right to practice medi- 
cine in Russia and to wear the epaulets 
of a military surgeon of the rank of a 
cLancellor of state, which equals that ot 


a general. 
Finally it is asserted that the court 


physician, Dr. Oft, went to Livadia and 
succeeded in persuading the czar to for- 
bid Philipopolis to practice on the czarina 
and the departure of the minister of 
war, of the interior and of finance from 
Livadia was interpreted as a sign that 
the mesmerist’s influence was broken. It 
is also said that these ministers jointly 
presented a report to. his majety ‘discred- 
iting Philipopolis, that the czar defended 
Philipopolis and resented what he class- 
ed as interference with his personal af- 
fairs, but finally yielded. This is looked 
upon in some quarters as evidence that 
the optimistic statements on the subject 
of the cZar’'s mental condition require 
limitation, 
Czar’s Abdication May Be Demanded. 
Numerous persons who have returned 
from Livadia within the past three days 
assert that the czar has been moody and 


disgusted because nis early hopes of in- 
troducing happier regime in Ruasia were 
frustrated by the reactionists, whose in- 
timation imposed a distasteful role upon 
him. His majesty was sald also to be 
in fear that his abdication would be de- 
manded, which was strengthened by the 
sudden return of the Grand Duke Michael 
and the latter's demonstrative appear- 
ance. Persons knowing the czar. assert 
that if he is forced to choose between 
the throne .and domestic happiness he 
would abdicate, 

The acceptance of the lucrative but 
unimportant administratorship of Apa- 
nages by the czar’s bosom friend, Prince 
O’Bolensky, is interpreted as ‘‘going to 
cover” before possible changes which 
might destroy the value of his persona) 
influence. 

In any case the ministers’ departure 
from Livadia possibly indicates that the 
crisis is present.

FREIGHT RATES 
MUCH TO LOW 


So Beclares Paul Morton, Second 
Vice President of Santa Fe, 


Chicago. November 24—“‘Railroad freight 
rates are lower than they ought to be 
under the new scale of wages and the 
present cost of supplies and materials 
which railroads have been obliged to pay 
owing to the great prosperity of the coun- 
try."’ 

Phkul Morton, second vice president of 
the Santa Fe, made this statement today 
and foilowed it up bv the declaration that 
a combination was about to be started 
with a view of increasing all freight rates 
in the territcry west of Chicago to the 
Pacific coast. 

Mr. Morton advocates an advance in 
freight rates of at least 10 per cent.

Everything 
that the railroads need and deal in has 
been advanced in price. The views I have 
expressed are the views of others also, 
and we are going to do something to- 
ward readjusting our rates.”’

FOR LIVINGSTON 


Surgeons Wanted To Use Knives 
on Your Uncle Lon, 


But He Promptly Balked and 
Hunted Up a Black Mammy, 
Who Saved Him by a Dose 
of Turpentine—Wash- 
ington Gossip.

Washington, November 24.—(Special.)— 
Colonel Livingston reached town today 
and has been telling lacal newspaper men 
of his narrow escape from death. Here’s 
the story as he tells it, which is printed 
here: 

Colonel Livingston has been suffering 
with a bad throat, the result of his ex- 
tended campaign speaking. He went to 
some specialists up north for treatment, 
and they wanted to operate on him. But 
the colonel allowed that he did not want 
to be operated on right off the bat, so to 
speak, and would wait until next day. 
So they took the next gentleman in turn, 
operated on him—and the next day he 
died. 

“Put up your knives!’ remarked the 
colonel when he heard about it. ‘Me for 
the tall pines,’’ and he started back to 
Georgia. Then an old colored mammy on 
the place took him in yand. She gave 
him a lump of sugar with several drops 
of turpentine on. it, following it with an- 
other lump when that was dissolved and 
swallowed. 

“And here I am,’ remarked the colonel! 
this afternoon, ‘‘as good as new.” 

“What about the work of congress? 1! 
do not believe the republicans can do 
anything but pass the appropriation bills. 
I have not the least idea they can handle 
the tariff or the trust question at this 
session.

Colonel Livingston has been greatly in- 
terested in, the race-for the. speakership 
of the new house and is yery much grati- 
fied over the success of his colleague 
upon the appropriations committee, Mr. 
Cannon,. While the Illinois man, as 
chairman and leader of the majority, and 
the Georgian, as leader of the mitnority, 
have had many clashes over appropria- 
tions, they are warm personal] friends. 

Because His Color Is Black. 

Dr. Crum, the South Carolina leader, 
who it was announced some time ago is 
to be given the collectorship at Charles- 
ton, is here to urge that the promises 
held out to him be made good. He was 
unable to see the president today, be- 
cause of the conferences with congress 
leaders, but he hopes to get in the white 
house tomorrow. Strong protests against 
Crum’s appointment have been filed by 
the most prominent citizens of Charles- 
ton, whose views were asked by the pres- 
ident himsef. These are based on his 
color, and on the assertion that he has 
no special business qualifications which 
would warrant his appointment to the 
vlace. The announcement of his pros- 
pective appointment was made at the 
white house before the president went on 
his Mississippi trip. Whether, as is as- 
serted, his experiences upon that trip 
changed the president’s feeling toward 
the negroes ‘is yet to develop. .Crum’s 
fate depends upon such a change of mind 
on the part of president Roosevelt. 


Reese’s Head in No Danger. 

Two prominent Alabama republicans in 
Washington today are District Attorney 
Warren Reese, of Montgomery, and Colo- 
nel William Youngblood, formerly aud- 
itor of the treasury department, now a 
resident of Birmingham. Mr. Reese 
came north to attend to some litigation 
of Philadelphia and stopped off here to 
consult the officials of the department 
of justice and incidentally, of course, the 
admin§:tration politicians. He spent the 
morning at the department of justice and 
was among the callers upon Postmaster 
Ge-eral Payne this afternoon. When he 
caiu.e to Washington he had fears that 
his head would be the next to fall on 
account of the Alabama lily white move- 
ment, but he has had these fears re- 
moved. He was assured at the depart- 
ment of justice that he is all right and 
later, I am told, had this confirmed by 
the postmaster general, the political lead- 
er of the administration. Postmaster 
General Payne has stated that there are 
to be no further removals of’ Alabama 
officeholders on account of the action of 
that Birmingham convention. Colonel 
Youngblood is here looking after a suit 
he has against a Washington. butterine 
company.

Telegrams from Griffin dnd Mil- 
ledgeville Received Last Night 
Asked for the Next Meet- 
ing-—Busy Day Yesterday 
for Ministers. 
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For thé first time in thirty-six years, 
in the history of the North Georgia con- 
ference, no one of the more than 2 
churches in the conference offered 
to entertain the body during its session 
next year when that feature of the ses- 
sion was reached, Later in the evening, 
however, invitations were received from 
Griffin and Milledgeville. 

At the session yesterday afternoon, 
when question No. 45, “Where shall tie 
rext session of the conference be he 21d”’’ 
was called, an oppressive silence fell 
over the conference room, for the usual 
invitation from some one of the large 
churches was not forthcoming. 


The silence was finally broken by Dr.. 


W. ¥. Glenn, of Atlanta, who moved that 


the conference meet in Atlanta, and that 
the members of the body entertain them- 
selves. There was no second to Dr. 
Gienn’s motion, and for a few moments 
again there was silence in the church 
room. 

Dr. Charles W. Byrd, of Atlanta, was 
the next to break the stillness, by mov- 
ing that a committee of five be appointed 
by the bishop to consider the questién of 
a place for the holding of the next con- 
ference, and in the event that no invita- 
tion was received from one of the 
churches the committee was to select a 
place and provide for the entertainment 
of the members. 

The motion of Dr. Byrd precipitated con- 
siderable discussion. Dr. George G. 
Smith, one of the first speakers on the 
floor, was in favor of an assessment be- 
ing made for the purpose of paying the 
board of the members when the homes 
could not be provided. 

Dr. H, C. Christian, of Augusta, fa- 
vored the plan of making an assessment 
and paying the board of all. the members 
who were not able to pay their own. 

Dr. Alonzo Monk, of Atlanta, made a 
stirring speech, in which he strongly op- 
posed any plan which was a departure 
from the old Methodist custom of being 
entertained in the homes of’ the Meth- 
odist people of Georgia. Dr. Monk paid 
a high tribute in eloquent language to 
the hospitality of the people of Georgia 
in general and the people of Atlanta in 
particular. 

Dr. Byrd’s Motion Passed. 

Dr. Byrd again took the ffoor in fa- 
vor of his motion and contended that his 
motion did not in any way reflect on the 
hospitality of the people of Atlanta, for he 
said he had never seen more royally hos-' 
pitable people anywhere, but he asserted 
that the North Georgia conference was 
getting to be such a large body that it 
was nothing but right that members take 
i. upon themselves to entertain them- 
selyes, and thus have the independent 
feeling of having paid their own way. 
Dr. Byrd asserted that he knew the peo- 
ple of the First Methodist church in At- 
lanta would be willing to again enter- 
tain the conference, but that it would 
not be right for the church to do so. 

Dr. Byrd’s motion was carried, and 
Bishop Candler announced that he would 
appoint the committee later. 

Upon request of Bishop Candler, Gen- 
eral C. A. Evans called the conference to 
order yesterday afternoon at 3:30 and 
presided over the session for the first 
hour. 

Rev. 8. B. Ledbetter, presiding elder 
of the Marietta district, was announced 
as elected to fill the vacancy on the 
board of trustees of The Wesleyan Chris- 
tian Advocate, which was caused by the 
election of Rev. M. J. Cofer to the po- 
sition of business manager. 

General Evans first took up the unfin- 
ished business’ under question No. 2, 
which asks as to the character of the 
ministers. A large number of the names 
were called and their characters passed. 

An invitation from J. R. Nutting to 
visit the Carnegie library was received 
by the conference. The members will 
pay the library a visit today. 

The conference adjourned at § o’clock 
yesterday afternoon to meet «gain this 
morning at 9 o'clock. 

Owing to the unprecedented amount 
of business which has come before the 
body Bishop Candler has found it nec- 
essary not to rush the proceedings, and 
hence the holding of a session on Tues- 
day, which has not happened with the 
conference in a number of years. 

There are still a large number of minis- 
ters whose names have not yet been 
passed on under question No. 20, besides 
a large number of the standing commit- 
tees and boards, and several special com- 
mittees to be heard from.

Pierce 
hall, the new science building, is nearing 
completion; $18,000 of the $30,000 needed to 
construct the building has been raised, 
An enrollment of 238 students Wag re- 
ported. An appropriation of $1,200 was 
made to Emory. 

In regard to Wesleyan Female college 
the board reported that $50,000 was needed 
to make .the necessary additions to the 
buildings. President J. W. Roberts, D.D., 
was reported as having had a most suc- 
cessful session with a total enrollment 
of over 300. 

LaGrange Female college was reported 
in a most flourishing condition. A bond 
issue of $15,000 has been.made and $8,000 
realized, which has_been expended on im- 
provements at the college.

Immediately tuupon the reading of this 
section of thé constitution a number of 
the members of the conference sprang to 


their feet in bitter opposition. Rev, 8. 
B. Ledbetter moved to strike out the en- 
tire section, contendimg that the conter- 
ence ould have, as previously, a right 
to revise the report af thé board When- 
ever it saw fit. Rev. C. KK. Lowman op- 
posed the motion of Mr. Ledbetter, con- 
tending that tne board, after carefully 
studying the situation, was in a better 
position to make the proper appropria- 
tions than was the conference body, and 
he thought the acuon of the board sfouid 
be final. 

Presiding Elder M, J, Cofer was opposed 
to leaving the matter in the hands of the 
board. He stated that the conference 
was getting in a rather pad plight when 
it could not trust itself, but ledve such 
an important matter in the hands of the 
board. Dr. John W, Heidt in an eloquent 
speech contended that the matter should 
not ba left altogether in the hands of the 
board. 

Rev, Mr. Ledbettef’s motion to strike 
out the section was carried and the con- 
ference will continue to have the right 
to revise the report of the board of eau- 
cation.

the state government. He said: 

“As a state house officer having only 
to do with this question as a matter of 
accounts, I do not think it proper to 
discuss either the merits or demerits as- 
serted concerning the pension system. 
But so far as my office has to deal with 
the figures I will cheerfully give you 
them.”’ 

‘How much was the general tax levied 
upon the property of the people last 
year?” ° 

“It-was $2,104,340.71, the rate being $5.44 
per $1,000.’’ 

“How much will it be the present 
year?’’ 

‘The rate this year is $5.30 per $1,000 
and the increase of taxable property 
nearly $11,000,000, so that the actual axg- 
gregate will be about the same as last 
year.’’

‘In my annual report I have included a

“Either the appropriations for the legit- 
imate state expenses will have to be 
scaled, or new sources of taxation found 
to supply the deficit. We are getting 
along now on the scantest of rations for 
the general expenses of the state govern- 
ment, after deducting all specia] appro- 
priations, and cannot well get along with 


less than IL have indicated in my report.” 
What Commissioner Lindsey Says. 


+ rpcmesecr nd Lindsey was seen and 
said: 

“lam here simply to administer the pen- 
sion laws as they have been made by the 
general assembly. It is.my duty to see 
that the laws are fully complied with in 
every case. When a case is made that 
meets every requirement of the law I am 
obliged to enter it on the rolls.’ 

“How many cases were so added last 
year?’ 

“The increase in the whole number of 
pensions paid in 1902 over 1901 was 2,387. 
Of these 1,303 were indigent widows paid 
for the first time and new claims to the 
number of 1,712. From them must be de- 
ducted 628 on account of death, etc., 
making the aggregate net increase 2,387. 
There were paid in 1902 pensions to 13,975 
beneficiaries,”’ 

“How does the matter stand for the 
rolis of 1903?’’ 

The total applications filed for that roll 
—I mean new appiications—is 3.354. Of 
that number 1,679 have been approved 
and added and 1,675 have been disap- 
proved and returned.” 

“Suppose all the applications had been 
within the law. what amount would have 
been required to pay them?’ 

“I should say close on to a million of 
dollars. It is hard to say exactly with- 
out having kept an accurate itemized ac- 
pnp Nit the amounts in each individual 
case, 

‘What remedy have you in your thought 
for putting the pensions upon a wholly 
just basis for the benefit of the really 
needy pensioners?’’ 

“I have suggested several amendments, 
but the committee on pensions have re- 
jected some of them and not finally pass- 
ed on others. Of course, I think we should 
be relieved of paying pensions to thoge 
who do not need the money, and to th 
who did not enlist from Georgia, but 
are the soldiers of other states, and then 
the mode of eine pensioners to de- 
termine their disabilities and indigency 
should be changed from local to state 
control.”’ , 

“What, in your best judgment, is the 
easiest way to effect the reforms which 
ought to be made in the system?’ 

‘Well. to be frank, it would seem that 
one sure and safe way, at least, would be 
to substitute a well considered and safe- 
guarded new system entire for the patch- 
work system we now have. A new deal 
all around, wiping off the slate clean. and 
reg uiri 
up afresh under the control of the state 
bureau would eradicate many evils, ef- 
fect many reforms and largely economize 
the expenditures on this behalf.!’ 

Representative Davidson’s Piews. 


Representative Davidson. of the pension 
committee, was apparently much in har- 
mony with the views of the pension com- 
mission. He said: 

_ We want to do what is fair and just. 
We do not want to imperil the system and 
lose all its blessings to the soldiers and 
their widows by, making the people fa- 
tigued with its burdens. We al} sympa- 
thize with needy veterans and their de- 
pendents and our aim will be to give libs 
erally and trust that a method of ad- 
ministration can be adopted that will 
make the money do all the good that it is 
designed to accomplish.”’ 

The matter is practically settled. how- 
ever, that $845.000 will be the appropria- 
tion and on that the claims will have to 
be equalized or a deficit occur.

Despite the declaration of the officers or 
the Georgia Railway and Electric Com- 
pany to the effect that the recently es- 
tablished schedules would prove eminent- 
ly satisfactory as soon as the patrons of 
the car company became accustomed to 
them, the complaints of an inadequate 
and unsatisfactory service have increased 
during the past few weeks. 

The first and strongest protest came 
from the residents of the fourth ward, 
who declared «that a twenty-minute 
echedule has been substituted for the 
former ten-minute ‘schedule. The com- 
pany declared that the service was as 
good'as the traffic warranted. 

The dissatisfaction in the fourth ward 
was so great that it overshadowed the 
complaints from the patrons of other 
lines, but protests from all sections of 
the city have grown stronger until the 
topic of street car conversation is mainly 
on the alleged inadequate service. When 
the two street railway companies consol- 
idated it was regarded as a step forward 
for the city, and it was announced and 
believed that the service would be equal 
to that in any other city in the union. 
But the new schedules announced several 
weeks ago left the service badly crippled 
in many sections and gave a ten-minute 
headway on Peachtree street, the prin- 
cipal resident street of the city, where 
there had formerly been a seven and one- 
half-minute headway. 

It is now declared by ‘residents of 
Peachtree street that the ten-minute 
schedule is a delusion. Business men and 
others have béen known to wait on 
Peachtree street corners as long as twen- 
ty minutes for a car. This is said to be 
almost a daily occurrence. So annoying 
have the delays become that many of 
-the Peachtree folk have begun to walk to

The following are the new scheduies 
which go into effect today: 

Forrest avenue and North Boulevard 
cars wil be routed from St..Wharies ave- 
nue and Boulevard through on Forrest 
avenue and Peachtree, as at present, 
and instead of using South Pryor strect, 
on the south side, tney wiil operate over 
Capitol avenue. 

Schedule will be 10 minutes on both 
ends, from 5:4 a. m. until 8 p. m., Wita 
20 minutes from 8 p. m. to l2 p. m. 

Pine street cars, which now run to 
Boulevard and St. Charles avenue, will 
continue down Ponce de Leon avenue to 
Ponce de Leon springs, with a 20-minute 
schedule as at present.

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De Rydzewski Enacls Every 
Detail of Gore Tragedy, 


Shows How He and the Woman Were 
Lying on the Bed and How the’ 
Wound Was Received—Case 
Has Assumed Inter- 
national Aspect. 


Paris, November %.—The Gore tragedy 
was presented in a dramatic aspect to- 
day, when the French officials took de 
Rydzewski to the scene of the* occur- 
rence and compelled him to reenact every 
detail of the affair, this being done un- 
der the practice of the French law, which 
requires the reconstruction of the tragedy 
in the presence of offic'als, under exactly 
the same conditions as it was originally 
enacted. 

The chamber was arranged as on the 
night of the fatality and the same weapon 
was placed in de Rydzewski's hand to act 
out his version. As far as known, the 
prisoner went through the ordeal with 
fortitude without wavering from his first 
story of the accidental fall of the re- 
volver. 

Final Scene Reenacted. 

De Rydzev ski reenacted the final scen2. 
giving complete details as to the posi- 
tions of Mrs. Gore and himself. He said 
he was lying on the bed, fully dressed, 
while Mrs. Gore was seated at the foot 
of the bed, her legs hanging down on the 
side nearest the wall and her head 
thrown backward on the feather quilt 
which had been rolled to form a cush- 
ion. Wishing to take something from 
the night table, he said, he knocked off 
the revolver, which went off and the 
bullet struck, Mrs. Gore in the face. 

As the bullet was found buried in the 
hair of the victim, it is imposajble to 
verify the direction taken by the missile 
otherwise than by the wound. As a re- 
cult of tod: y’s examination, the examin- 
ing magistrate has decided to set de 
Rydzewski at liberty provisionally Be- 
fcre the party left the house M. Partil- 
lon, the criminologist, who also is inves- 
tigating the czse on behalf of the police, 
arrived and took several photographs of 
the room, after asking de Rydzewski to 
place everything in exactly the sane 
position it occupied at the moment of 
the tragedy. It is reported that as he 
did this de Rydzewski évinced consid- 
erable emotion.

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Protecting the Birds. 


The Audobon Society was never! 


more active in its practical and hu- 
mane work of endeavoring to protect 
the birds than at the present. The 
society is conducting an actual cam- 
-  paign before the legislatures of states 
p .tbat have not as yet awakened to the 
- ‘%Mportance of bird life to agriculture» 
and it is said that eighteen states of 
the union have, largely through this or- 
ganized movement, placed upon their 
statute books laws for the preserva- 
tion of the non-game birds which are 
practically uniform. During the last 
Session of the Georgia legislature a 
“es bill of this nature was introduced ia 
~~ ‘the house and favorably reported by 
» the general agricultural committee, 


but what commerce they derived from 
the country was only possible through 
Chinese labor: This exey had in such 
redundance that periodically it was 
deemed expedient to massacre the 
coolie overplus to prevent the celestiali- 
zation of the archipelago. Americans 


in the Philippines seem to be of one 


accord in suggesting that the embargo 
against Chinese labor be removed to 
an extent that will insure coolie im- 
migration sufficient to afford the need- 
ed laborers. 

Professor J. W. Jenks, of Cornel! 
university, has mdae a repdért to the 
war office on labor in the Philippines, 
in-which he points out that if there is 
ic be progress, labor must be import- 
ed from eastern Asia. He has made a 
thorough study of the situation and 
recommends the importation of coolies 
tu a limited extent, the immigrants to 
be rigidly registered and bound by 
contract to employers, no employer to 
be allowed more than a certain num- 
ber of coolies. Professor Jenks, as an 
economist imbued with the strenuous 
commercial spirit, overlooks the incon- 
sistency of Chinese exclusion as a 
righteous principle in the United 
States and Chinese contract labor ag 
commendable in an American colony. 
Being a bluff utilitarian, he has no 
scruples of sentiment or ethics in the 
matter. The party that legislated to 
turn the labor in the Philippines 
over to coolies would find another 
warm Philippine national issue on its 
hands. 

In Hawaii, too, the try is for coolies. 
Ip his annual report. Governor Dole, 
who is considered a very level-headed 
man, declares that the local labor situ- 
ation would be vastly improved by the 
repeal of the Chinese exclusion laws, 
enabling the sugar plantations, now 
badly handicapped from lack of field 
and mill hands, to be developed to 
their full capacity. But, as The New 
York Tribune remarks on this head: 


Congress is not likely to make fish of 
its Sandwich possessions and flesh of all 
the rest, letting in Chinese there and 
fencing them out elsewhere, to enrich 
still further an already opulent handful 
of island sugar growers who ought to be 
well content with the measure of pros- 
perity they already enjoy. 


Penny Postage and Rural Delivery. 
For a score of years the politicians 
bave been promising us one-cent let- 
ter postage while the editors expati- 
ated on its practicability. This con- 
summation devoutly to be wished has 
been the official ambition of each suc- 
cessive postmaster general, and each 
bas retired from office with the hope 
deferred but imminent of accomplish- 
ment. The thing which has stood in 
the way is the interminable postal 
deficit, always about to be wiped out. 
Just as the revenue from the pos‘al 
service was becomirfg sufficient to 
méet all expenses, and penny postage 
was within the department’s grasp, 
congress inaugurated the rural free de- 
livery system, involving a larger and 
more hopeless deficit. Since this new 
branch of the service has come to stay, 
it looks as if one-cent letter postage 
bas received the coup de grace.

Consolidating the Elections. 
(From The Savannah Press.) 

The bill of Senator Skelton for chang- 
ing the time of holding the general as- 
sembly and for consolidating the various 
elections in this state has already passed 
the senate and has many friends in the 
house. In the interest of economy it is 
proposed that the state and national elec- 
tions, which are now held one month 
apart, be both placed on the first Tuesday 
in November. This rule now prevails in 
nearly all the states of the union. It is 
the rude in South Carolina and in the 
northemm states. Of course this would 
necessitate the changing of the time to 
hold the meeting of the general assembly. 
At first it was proposed to have it meet 
in January. Finally, however, Senator 
Skelton decided that June would be a 
more suitable time. The heavy weather in 
Atianta in January makes that a par- 
ticularly a bad time for the general as- 
sembly. “The sessions would be apt to run 
up through planting time in the spring. 
In June, however, crops are laid by and 
members are not seriously incon- 
venienced. 


Several years ago there were three elec- 


tions held in Georgia in about three 
months. The state election was held in 
October, the national election in No- 
vember, and the election of county offi- 
cers in January. Later the state and 
county elections were consolidated. Now, 
if the Skelton bill passes, the people will 
vote for everythirg from congvessman to 
coroner in November. Immediately after 
the war the estate election day wus di- 
vorced from naticnal election day because 
of the fear that congress would pass 
some force bill or some measure which 
would give government control of con- 
gressional elections. It, was designed to 
safeguard state elections. The day of 
force bills, however, has passed, and 
there does not seem te be any serious 
danger from national cor.trol of elections. 
The Skelton bill would insure greatly to 
the convenience of the people and would 
be a measure manifestly tn the interest 
of economy. It is all the talk in Atlanta 
and will probably be adopted by both 
houses ani become a law.

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POSTAL GAINS 


Receipts Equal One-Third of 
State’s Presidential 
Offices, 


Atlanta's prestige as a business center 
is well illustrated in the report of the 
sixth auditor of the treasury, which deals 
with posta] affairs for the year ending 
June 30, 1902. Copies of this report have 
just been received by Postmaster B. F. 
Blodgett. 

Atlanta retains her place as the twenty- 
eighth city in the United States in the 
amount of postal receipts, and shows a 
handsome gain over the year previous, 
Atlanta’s postal recéipts for the year 
amounted to $415,392.04. 

Many cities ranking ahead of Atlanta in 
population by as much as 100,000 fall be. 
hind her in the amount of postal fe. 
ceipts for the year. The only southern 
cities ranked ahead of Atlanta are Louts- 
ville dnd New Orleans. Louisville is 
twenty-first and New Orleans twenty- 
second. The population of Atlanta is given 
at 89,872, while that of Louisville is 214, 731, * 
and that of New Orleans 287,104. 

The tabie of the receipts of the sixty- 
eight presidential postoffices in Georgia 
shows that the business done in Atlanta 
was more than one-third the entire 
amount of business done in these post- 


offices. Atlanta's receipts were nearly 
two-thirds as much as the combined re- 
ceipts of the other sixty-seven presiden- 
tial offices.

tive to the bill by Mr. Spence, of Ware, 
changing the date of holding the Ware 
county superior court. The committee 
also made a favorable recommendation 
regarding the measure by Mr. Alexander, 
of Wilkes, to make the wrongful Sale of 
property, to which a bill of sale has been 
given, a misdeméanor. 
Adverse Report Made. 

An adverse report was made on the bill 
by Mr. Knowles, of Floyd, which sought 
to authorize municipal corporations, pri- 
vate corporations, partnerships and indi- 
viduals owning, operating. or constructing 
any system of sewerage in any incor- 
porated city and town to purchase, lease 
and condemn rights of way or other 
easements necessary for such purposes 
upon the lands of others upon first pay- 
ing just compensation to the owner of 
the land to be affected. Similar action 
wa staken on the bill by Senator Lee, of 
the forty-fourth district, to cede to the 
United States government jurisdiction 
over certain land and public roads in Wal- 
ker and Catoosa counties adjacent to 
the Chickamauga national military park. 

The bill by Mr. Slaton, of Fulton, to 
regulate the issuance and record of execu- 
tions or judgments pending appellate pro- 
ceedings, received a favorable recom- 
mendation, while the measure by Sena- 
t Davis, of the seventeenth district, to 
amend that section of the code which pro- 
vides punishment for persons who at- 
tempt to rescue those in legal custody 
on criminal process, was adversely re- 
ported. 

The measure of Mr. Tigner, of Musco- 
gee, to amend that section of the civil 
code which refers to and fixes the liabik 
ity of a railroad company for damages 
done to persons, stock or property, was 
tabled so as to be further considered. 
Nearly all the members of the committee 
present favored the: ill.. An unfavorable 
report was made on,the bill by the same 
gentleman which sought to authorize the 
various street railway companies in the 
state carrying passengers to also carry 
parcels as freight ‘at a charge not ex- 
ceeding 5 cents for .each separate parcel, 

The committee agreed upon an adverse 
report on the bill by Senator Skelton, of 
the thirty-first district, which sought to 
raise the marriageable age of females 
from 14 to 16 years. By unanimous con- 
sent the bill by Senator Skelton changing 
the date of meeting of the general as- 
sembly from the fourth Wednesday in 
October to the fourth Wednesday in June, 
and that seeking to change the date of 
holding the state elections from October 
to November, were set for special consid- 
eration tomorrow afternoon at 3 o'clock. 

A number of local bills were tabled, 
owing to the absence of the authors of 
the measures, and it is probable that all 
of these measures will be acted upon by 
the end of the week.

Howard Franchise Bill, 


Amendment Taxing Franchises Also 
Tacked Onto General Tax Bill, 
Where It Can Be Adopted 
by 4 Majority of a 
* Quorum, 


By a vote of 14 to § the ways and means 
committee yesterday afternoon reported. 
back to the house with the recommenda- 


stitute for the Reid franchise tax Dill. 

As soon as this was done the commit- 
tee, by a vote of 13 to 4, adopted the 
Candler franchise tax amendment to the 
general tax bill, and thus two franchise 
tax bills were reported favorably to the 
house in one afternoon. : 

This means the committee asks the 
house and senate by that vote to pass 
the well-known Howard franchise tax 
bill, the same bill that was passed by’ 
the house last year but fost In the sen- 
ete. IM also asks that a franchise tax 
provision be made a part of the general 
tax act. The committee was determined 


to take advantage of every opportunity 
to get through a franchise tax lew. 

In reporting the Candler bill back the 
committee requested the chairman to ask 
the house, in its name, to fix the bill as 
a special order for Tuesday morning, De- 
cember 2, immediately after the reading 
of the journal. 

The Howard franchise bill was offered 
by Mr. Candler as a substitute for Mr. 
Reid's bill, which proposed to amend sec- 
tion 767 of the code defining and including 
franchises In the Hst of taxable prop- 
erty. 

The action of the committee came at the 
conclusion of a long debate, in which 
lewyers representing various corporate 
interests were heard, and speeches were 
made by various members of the com- 
mittee. The debate was concluded yées- 
terday afternoon by Mr. Blackburn, of 
Fulton, against the bill, and Mr. Can- 
dler, of DeKalb, in fts favor. 

The committee then adopted the sub- 
stitute by the vote stated, and by the 
same vote reported it back to the house 
favorably. Members of the minority then 
gave notice that they would file a mi- 
nority report against the bill. 

“Rider” on Tax Bill. 

As soon as this matter was disposed of 
the question of attaching a franchise tax 
amendment to the general tax bill was 
taken up. 

There was as warm opposition to this 
action as there had been to the fran- 
chise bill, the minority belng under, the 
impression that it had been agreed to 
let the franchise tax bill answer for the 
whole question. 

The discussion was brief but to the 
point, and the committee then adopted 
the Candler amendment to the general 
tax bill by a vote of 13 to 4. This amend- 
ment defines special franchises the same 
as is done in the bill, and declares them 
to be taxable property. It can be adopted 
by a majority of a quorum as an amend- 
ment to the bill and will not require a 
constitutional majority in either house. 

The only other action taken by the 
committee was on several sections of the 
bill levying specific taxes. The tax on 
coca-cola was fixed at $00 on the manu- 
facturer and at $8 on each bottling 
works. No tax at all was put on the re- 
tallers. 

The tax on cigarettes was reduced from 
$25 back to $10. The committee refused 
to make any change in the tax of % on 
sewing machine agents. 

Ex-Speaker John D. Little was heard in 
opposition to any increase in the tax 
on dealers in futures, but the committee 
declined to reduce the tax from $1,600, 
at which it has been fixed, this being an 
increase of $500 over last year. 

Terms of Franchise Bill. 

The Candler franchise tax bill, which 
is the same as the old Howard bill, as re- 
ported favorably by the committee, pro- 
vides that the term “special franchise” 
as used in the measure shall include every 
right and privilege granted to any per- 
son, partnership or corporation by the 
state, by any county, by any municipality 
or by any official of state, county or mu- 
nicipality, for the exercise of the power 
of eminent domain, or for the use of any 
public highway or street, or the land 
above or below any highway or street in 
the state, and every special right granted 
by charter résolution, by-law, statute or 
otherwise, such as the construction and 
operation of railroads equipped for 
steam, electricity, horse power, com- 
pressed air or otherwise, for the common 
carrying of passengers or freight, all gas, 
water and electric plants which use the 
streets for wires, pipes or conduits, all 
corporate privileges for the conduct of 
the express business, toll roads or toll 
bridges, and all other corporate rights 
and privileges of value. - 

All owners of such special franchises 
are required to return them at their 
sworn value to the comptroller general 
before May 1 each year. Certified d 
scriptions of such franchises shall be 
filed with the comptreiler general, and 
returns can be made by reference to these 
certificates. 1 

The édmptroller general may reject the 
return, and if his assessment is objected 
to, an arbitration shall be held as is now 
the case with corporate property. 

Section 4 requires that returns of rali- 
road, telegraph and telephone lines shall 
be returned by mileage in each county 
and each municipal division just as rail- 
road companies now make returns. 

Gection 6 makes special franchises tax- 
adle by the state, by counties and by 
municipalities, as is now the case under 
the Gienn bill. 

The comptrcilier general is to certify to 
each county and municipality before July 
1 each year the name of every franchise 
taxable within such county, or mumi:i- 
pality, and the proportionate value of 
such franchise taxable therein. Each 
ecunty and municipality is given author- 
ity in section 7 to collect taxes on all 
such franchises just a&’ on all other taxa-

Promptly on the 17th Professor Bridge- 
water and his supposed wife opened 
apartments at the Southern hotel for the 
treatment of patients suffering with

was received from the professor‘’s old- 
home in Canada: 

“To the Public—We, the undersigned, jn 
behalf of this association, deem it our 
duty to warn the public of our late prin- 
cipal and president, Professor H. H. 

On or about the 7th instant 
he, unknown to his wife and family, left 
this institution and city in company ‘with 
another woman, known as Pearl McGin- 
nis, of Signal, O. He stole ‘cqurses of 
instruction’ and other valuables of the 
association and we understand that they 
have gone to Asheville, N. C., to build 
up a sanitarium. 

“We wish to warn the people against 
him, first, because he is dishonest; sec- 
ond, because no pure minded person can 
be under his hands and receive any ben- 
efit, as a magnetic healer or mental 
scientist must have a clear conscience in 
order to do any good. 

“We have positive proof that Miss Mc- 
Ginnis pased as Mrs. Bridgewater before 
leaving this city.’

As to the woman who is here as his 
wife, he said: 

“We are not married, but we expect to 
be as soon as I get a divorce from my 
wife. Miss MoeGinnis and I have known 
each other for two years. She is from 
Ohio and I first became acquainted with 
her through her mother, whom I treated. 
She has taken my name only since we 
came to Asheville, 

“For many years there's been a feel- 
ing of estrangement between my wife 
and myself. She was not in accord with 
the work in which I am engaged. Miss 
MoGinnis is in full accord with it, end 
thus strengthens my position in the pra- 
fession. This, in addition to my deep 
regard for her, caused me to wind u» 
my affairs in Toronto and enter upon 
the “work here in company with her.

We 
have always taught the truth and we 
are adhering to it in our own life 

“I founded the Toronto school, sur- 
rounded mygelf with a manager and a 
few others to look after the financial 
management, so as to leave my mind 
free to proceed with my healing. After 
trial of these men I had occasion to dis- 
sent from ther methods and found .the 
work of superintending their movements 
too arduous and withdrew from my 
connection with them. 

‘Making known my intention to a 
few friends to to come to Agheville to 
here prosecute my work in a new field, 
I received letters of introduction to 
prominent men here, testifying to the 
character of my work and my charac- 
ter as a citizen, generally.” 

Asked what his plans would be for 
the future, in view of this exposure, 
Professor Bridgewater replied: 

“TIT can’t say. You see it’s so sudden. 
If we can live tn Asheville I presume 
we'll do so. If we can’t we'll simply 
have to leave, that’s all.’’ 

Told that he was violating the law in 
the matter and Hable to indictment, he 
said he was not aware of the fact, but 
that he would consider the whole ques- 
tion and decide as to his future course.

Professor Bridgewater, the magnetic 
healer, after the interview with The 
Constitution reporter decided that it 
might beccme ‘‘too warm” for him in 
Asheville, he and the “‘would be’’ Mrs. 
Bridgewater have left for parts unknown. 
They refused to disclose any informa- 
tion as to their future whereabouts, but 
it is believed they are heading for At- 
lanta.

It Will Take Place from Little House 
Where Father Lived. 

Berlin, November 2.—The funeral of 
Herr Krupp will take place from the lit- 
tle old house where his father lived poor- 
ly while striving to cast the first steel 
gun.

The advance was increased 
to 18@19 points for the day on the more 
active positions, this being a net rise of 
$3458 points within a little more than a 
week. Today's improvement was large- 
ly on strong cables, Liverpoo! reporting 
an advance of 7-to 8 points, which ac- 
counted chiefiy for the opening !Improve- 
ment here.

Sill another factor stimulating demand 
was a growing fear tnat following lately 
adverse ciimatic conditions, the oureau 
report from Washington, due on Decem- 
ber 3, will indicate a low yield, as tlic 
data wil] include the unfavorabie condi- 
tions now being reported. Total transac- 
tiong today are astimated at not less than 
w,uu0 bales, with public demand a large 
factor, and giving preterence to March, 
May and July, while spot houses anu 
the larger shorts bought the nearer posi- 
tions very freely. The demand was met 
chietly by parties who had bought cotton 
last week. 


Review of New Orleans Market. 


New Orleans, November 24.—The mar- 
ket for spot cotton was devidedily active 
today. The sharp advance in both spots 
and deliveries at Liverpoo) predicated, 
a@s the cables report, upon heavy conti- 
nénta] buying in that market, nad the 
effect. of stimulating the local demand 
tor the staple.

Futures were fairly active, especially 
for January and February positions. ‘The 
opening prices were 7 to 10 points higher 
than Saturday's closing. After the open- 
ing prices eased off few points, but 
during the afternoon there ensued a se- 
ries of moderately wide fluctuations with 
a decided tendency to higher figures. At 
the close of the board showed net gains 
of 13 to 15 points.

At least That Statement Is 
Made by War Department, 


Alleged That. All Reports Show That 
the Abolition of flie Canteen Has 
Been Ruinous to the Morals 
of the United States 
Army. 


Washington, November 24.—The war 
department is in constant receipt of data 
concerning the canteen question, and the 
effect of its abolition upon the army. 
Apropos of this, the statement is made 
at the war department that only such 
information as has been contained in the 
reports of army officers upon the subject 
has been given to the public, and it is 
denied that any effort has been made to 
influence public opinion on the matter. 

It is said at the department that ,the 
recommendations of the adjutant general 
in his annual report were based upon the 
information contained in these reports. 
It is pointed out that the existence of 
something like 1,400 saloons in the vicin- 
ity of the army posts is shown by the 
reports received at the department, 20v 
to 200 of which are said to have dveen 
opened since the closing of the canteen. 

This further statement is made at the 
department: 

“The majority of posts have reported 
that drunkenness and courtmartiais for 
drunkenness have increased; that deser- 
tion and absence without leave’ las in- 
creased; that the effect of the closing of 
the canteen upon the morality, discipline 
and health of the- troops has been bad, 
and, while many post commanders are, 
in consequence, of frequent charges of 
garrison, and from the absence of cor- 
rect data upon which to base compari- 
sons, unable to report as to the degree of 
detriment created by the closing of the 
canteen, it can be stated as an absolute 
fact, that in no single case has a post 
commander expressed an opinion that the 
effect of the abolition of the sale of beer 
in the army has resulted in improved 
conditions.’”’ 

With reference to the reports from the 
Philippines, a statement has been made 
epitomizing the annual report of Briga- 
dier General Sanger, inspector general of 
the division of the Philippines. After nar- 
rating the evil effects upon the human 
system of the native liquors, the state- 
ment continues: 

“To remedy these conditions, the poat 
exchange, at which light beer was solid, 
was exercising a wholesome influence, 
and Genera) Sanger believes that the ex- 
change should be again made a possibil- 
ity by removing al] restrictions on the 
sale of beer and light wines.’’ 

To the fear, so often expressed by the 
opponents of the canteen system, that 
the sale of beer would initiate, or induce 
habits of intemperance, General Sanger 
shows from a careful censys of the 342 
companies of troops in the Philippine 
islands that in sixty companies every 
enlisted man used vinous, malt or spirit- 
ous liquors at date of enlistment; in 130 
companies between 90 and 100 per cent; in 
58 companies between 80 and 90 per cent; 
in 26 companies between 7% and 80 per 
cent: in 20 companies between 60 and. 70 
mer cent. Unfortunately, quite a number 
of men habitually drink to excess and us 
this number will probably increase if the 
men are obliged, as now, to resort to na- 
tive liquors in order to satisfy what to 
many of them is a perfectly natural 
craving, the result will be most deplor- 
able. 

General Sanger. concludes with the re- 
mark that “it is hardly probable, in view 
of this information, that congress shall 
continue the prohibition against the can- 
teen, when it is evident that the sale of 
beer would be a precaution against the 
pernicious habits above stated and their 
fatal and disastrous results.’’ 


IN THE COURTS. 


The $20,000 damage suit of Marion Lee 
against the Central of Georgia Railway 
Company, the trial of which recently re- 
sulted in a mistrial, was taken up for the 
second time yesterday before Judge A. 
E. Calhoun in the second division of the 
city court. The hearing of evidence was 
in progress at the hour of adjournment 
of court. It is probable that the trial will 
occupy two or three'days more,

MAKES A DAY TEN HOURS 


Seven New Bills Were IntroZuced in 
Upper House Yesterday—Large 
Number of House Measures 
Read for the First Time 
and Referred. 


During tire hour that the .senate was 
in session yesterday considerable routine 
business was disposed of. Seven new 
bills and a resolution were introduced 
and referred to appropriate committees, 
while a large number of house bills were 
read for the first time. 

In executive session the members of 
the upper house confirmed the appoint- 
ments of judges and solicitors sent in 
by the governor last Thursday, and also, 
heard read another communication from 
the governor notifying the senate of 
other appointments. These appointments 
will. according to the rules, be consider- 
ed in executive session today. 

By unanimous consent Senator 8S. A. 
Crumbley, of the twelfth, was added to 
the committee on finance, while Senator 


E, H. McMichael, of the twenty-fourth, 
was added to the committee on affairs 
relative to the deaf and dumb asylum. 


Committee Favors Bill. 

A favorable report was submitted by 
the committee on immigration and labor 
on the bill by Senator Rark to reduce the 
hours of lebor of empicyees in cotton 
ani woolen factories from eleven to ten 
hours a day, 

On motion of Senator Snead, the sen- 
ate reconsidered its action of Friday in 
agreeing to the adverse report in the 
bill to require banks to keep open daily, 
except Sunday, for five hours each day 
for the transaction of business. At the 
request of the author of the bill—Senetor 
Sneud—the measure was temporarily ta- 
em! of the most important bills intro- 
duced Wus that by Senator Merritt, 
which provides for the reorganizauuon ol 
the state’s miiitary rorees. Ihe bili was 
referred to the committee on military 


affairs. A synopsis of this measure ap- 
peared in ‘ihe Constitution some days 
ago.
